ADAMSON LAW BY 
JAN. 1 IS UNLIKELY 


Belief Is U. S. Supreme Court 
Will Not Be Able to Settle 
Case by That Time. 


Sacer IN BY DEC. 18 


Every Effort Made to Expedite 
Ruling on New Measure In- 
volving Railway Wage. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The Supreme 
Court was formally asked today to ex~ 
pedite hearing of the Missouri, Oklaho- 
ma & Gulf Railroad case, chosen to de- 


termine constitutionality of the Adam- 
son act passed in September, when a 
nation-wide railroad strike was immi- 
nent. 

A motion concurred in by the railroads 
to set the case ‘“‘for hearing upon a 
day as early as may suit the conven- 
ience of the court’’ was presented by 
Solicitor-General Davis of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Such motions usually 
are acted on a week after presentation. 
The date of Dec. 18 was understood to 
be preferred by all counsel, to enable 
adequate preparation for arguments and 
filings of briefs. It was believed certain 
that the court would assign the argu- 
ments before the holiday recess, Dec. 22. 
It is regarded as possible, but unlikely, 
that a decision will be given before the 
law becomes effective Jan. 1. 

A stipulation for suspension of all liti- 
gation over the Adamson act and for 
protection of railroad employes’ finan- 
cial interests pending the court's deci- 
sion in the test case was included in 
motion. It requires the railroads in all 
pending suits attacking the act to keep 
accounts of wages due employes on the 
eight-hour basis with provisions for 
their prompt payment or enforced col- 
lection if the Supreme Court upholds the 
statute. 

A recital of proceedings in which Fed- 
eral Judge Hook, Nov. 22, at Kansas 
City in the test case, declared the Adam- 
son act “unconstitutional, nul) and void”’ 
was given in the motion. 

The railroad brotherhoods were not 
represented officially in the proceedings 
nor as signatories to the stipulation, but 
are entitled to have attorneys partici- 
pate in the arguments, although such 
action {s understood not to be con- 
templated. | : 

When Congress re-convened'§ today. 
President Wilson had the assurance of 
"Speaker Clark and Representative 
Kitchin, majority leader, that they 
would try to hasten enactment of rail- 
road legislation desired by the adminis- 
tration. Both expressed the opinion in 
a conference with the President last 
night that measures to supplement the 
Adamson law could be passed in the 
short session, but they asked the Presi- 
dent’s influence to eliminate the usuai 
two weeks Christmas holiday recess.

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
today approved an increase of the Mc- 
Kinley electric line’s fare between St. 


City from 5 to 10 cents, an Associated 
Press dispatch from Washington stated. 


This action, which has been under 


discussion for more than a year, nulli- 
fies a provision of the franchise under 
which the St. Louis £Zlectric Terminal 


Railway Co., the local end of the Mc- 
Kinley, or Illinois Traction, System, ob- 
tained the use of St. Louis streets. It 
raises the question whether any 
tractual obligation will remain in force 
between the company and the city. 

The franchise bill, signed April _ 6, 
1907, provided that the fare to be 
charged from St. Louis to Granite City, 
across the McKinley Bridge, should be 
5 cents. This was accepted by the com- 
pany, and the 5i-cent fare has been 
charged since the bridge was opened to 
traffic in November, 1910. 

Commission's Rulings. 

The commission held, aecording to the 
dispatch, that the St. Louis Electric 
Terminal Railway Co. is a common 
carrfer, and as such is subject to the 
commission’s jurisdiction. 

It was also held by the commission 
that interstate fares, when prescribed 
by a municipal ordinance, are not cot- 
clusively presumed to be reasonable, 
even if accepted by the carrier as one 
of the conditions of a franchise. 

The proposed issuance of commutation 
tickets, valid only during certain rush 
hours, was tentatively approved.

The 
investigation covered 24 cities and the 
statistics give the average prices of

The table indicates that New Haven 
pays at the ordinary meat market 50 
cents a pound for a cut.of sirloin that 
sells for 22 cents at Kansas City, but 
New Haven can buy sliced bacon for 
32 cents, while Kansas City must pay 
37 cents. A New Haven dressed chicken 
costs 31 cents, While at Kansas City 
one may be had at 21% cents a pound.

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KING APPROVES 
ASQUITH PLAN TC 
REBUILD CABINET 


Premier Makes the Announce- 
ment in the House of 
Commons. 


WAR COUNCIL ISSUE 


Change Expected to Result in 
More Vigorous Prosecution 
ot War. 


Dec. 4.~Premier Asquith 
announced in the House of Commons 
this afternoon that King George has 
approved of a reconstruction of the 
Government. . Asquith suggested that 
after today’s business has been conclud- 
ed the House adjourn until Thursday. 

Premier Asquith stated that the 
reconstruction of the Governmént in- 
volved no departure in any shape or 
form from the policy pursued since 
the beginning of the war. He did not 
deny that the resignations of all the 
Ministers were in his hands. 

The decision of the Premier, on the 
advice of the War Secretary, David 
Lioyd-George, which is supported by 
other members of the ministry, to re- 
construct the Cabinet, is believed to 
have saved the coalition Government 
again and insured more vigorous pros- 
ecution of the war. 

There are some detaiis yet to be &r- 
ranged but newspapers which have been 
the most severe critics of the Govern- 
ment’s alleged dilatory attitude express 
the conviction that the Premier will be 
able to announce before many hours an 
agreement with his colleagues on the 
vital question concerning the war coun- 
cil, the formation and size of which led 
to the criais. 

Whether the council will be composed 
of three, four or five members still is a 
matter of discussion, while its powers 
also are the subject of negotiations. 
Lloyd-George and his adherents desire 
the smallest possible council, with pow- 
er to conduct the war independently of 
the Cabinet. 


Premier's Statement, 
Premier Asquith’s statement, issued 


yesterday, said: “The Prime Minister, 
with a view to most effective prosecu- 
tion of the war, has decided to advise his 
majesty, ‘the King, to consent to the 
reconstruction of the Government.”’ 
The only important change for the 
ministry appeared to be the readmis- 
sion of Sir Edward Carson, possibly :.s 
Minister ‘of War.

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TTACKS ON GOVERNMENT | 
ARE RENEWED IN THE DUMA 


No Progress Toward Ending Dissatisfaction— 
Premier Discloses Allied Agreement to Allot 
Constantinople and Straits to Russia. 


PETROGRAD, Dec. 4.—Chief among 
the vivid episodes in Saturday's session 
of the Duma were the obstructionist 
movement of some members of the ex- 
treme left, Premier Trepoff's announce- 
ment of an agreement among the allies 
approving Russia’s claim to Constantino- 
ple and the straits, and the sensational 
speech of Vladimir Purishkevich, vice 
president of the Union of True Russians. 
They marked another chapter in the con- 
flict between the Government and the 
Duma, but without providing any satis- 
factory means of settlement or bringing 
the end of the difficulties appreciably 
nearer. 

The meeting, however, was the most 
significant demonstration of the ac- 
cumulative force which the cause of the 
Duma has acquired since the opening of 
the present session. For the first time, 
demands for a change in the character 
of the present Government were not only 
voiced in unequivocal terms, but were 
allowed to.be published in the newspa- 
pers. 


Government Arraigned. 
Purishkevich, in a long speech, severe- 


ly arraigned the Government. He de- 
clared that German influence which, he 
said, pervading not only the interior 
of the country but even the army, had 
conspired to extinguish patriotism and 
the fighting efficiency of the nation, 
and he charged mismanagement and 
corruption in the economic life of the 
country, which he said included the 
conversion to personal use of public re- 
sources of the country at a time when 
they were most urgently needed. 

Added weight was given to Purish- 
kevich’s words by the fact that he be- 
longs to the’extreme conservative group, 
which has sided with the Government 
has given little support to the campaign 
against the present Cabinet. 

“The chaos and disorganization ex- 
isting in the ranks of the Government,” 
said Purishkevich, ‘‘has postponed the 
hour of victory. If the people continue 
to spread rumors of peace it means that 
somebody is trying to conclude it. 

“Our allies speak very little of the 
possibility of peace, because there are 
not abroad any dangerous currents, 
which here, entering the organism of 
the government, are destroying the will 
of the highest representative. The in- 
ternal disorder has been caused, no 
doubt, by the German party, which is 
working with extraordinary persistence. 
The present Government is doing more 
than any other element to kill the pa- 
triotism of the people, and by want of 
system is weakening enthusiastic desire 
for victory.”’ 

The speaker went on to say that the 
instability of the Government made 
agreement between it and public opinion 
impossible. He then gave examples of 
personal privileges, such as railway 
facilities for private business, bestowed 
upon individuals to the detriment 
of the country at a time when the 
people suffered from a shortage of the 
ordinary necessaries ot life. He said 
that despite all measures and precau- 


tions to eliminate German _ influence 
there were concrete instances of per- 
sons of high rank attempting to further 
the German propaganda in Russia by 
means of Germal capital. This ex- 
tended to factories and other industrial 
enterprises supplying the county with 
war material, where Germans, who were 
still employed, were cutting down the 
output. 
Constantinople Agreement. 

Premier Trepoff read a proclamation 
announcing officially that an agreement 
concluded by Russia, France and Great 
Britain in 1915, and later approved by 
Italy, “establishes in cefiniteé manner 
the right of Russia to the straits and 
Constantinople.’ 

Premier Trepoff’'s announcement was 
as follows: 

“For more than 1000 years Russia bas 
been reaching southward toward a free 
outlet on the open sea. This age-long 
dream, cherished in the hearts of the 
Russian people, now is ready for realiza- 
tion. * * * From the beginning of the 
war, wishing to spare human livés and 
suffering, we and our allies did’ our 
utmost to restrain Turkey from mad 
participation in hostilities. Turkey re- 
ceived formal assurances guaranteeing 
her, in exchange for neutrality, the in- 
tegrity of her territory and independ- 
ence, and also conferring on her cer- 
tain privileges and advantages. These 
efforts were vain. Turkey surreptitiously 
attacked us and thus sealed her own 
doom. 7 

“We then concluded an agreement 
with our allies, which establishes in 
the most definite manner the right of 
Russia to the straits and Constantinople. 
Russians should know for what they 
are shedding blood, and in accord with 
our allies, announcement of this agree- 
ment is made today from this tribune. 

‘Absolute agreement on this point is 
firmly established among the allies, and 
there is no doubt that after she has ob- 
tained sovereign possession of a free 
passage into the Mediterranean, Russia 
will grant freedom of navigation for the 
Rumanian flag, which now, not for the 
first time, floats in battle side by side 
with the flag of Russia.”’ 

The Premier made an appeal to the 
patriotism of the people, deciaring that 
the help of all was needed in the war. 

“The history of the world has never 
known so decisive a moment,”’ he said. 
‘““‘We must organize all the power of the 
nation and hurl it against the enemy 
Nothing will resist that force.’’ 


Declaration as to Poland. 
Premier Trepoff made the following 
declaration concerning the Rugsian poli- 
cy in regard to the Polish question: 
“One part of the task before us is to 
reconquer and recover the Kingdom of 
Poland, temporarily detached by force of 
arms. But that is not enough. ‘We must 
also wrest from our enemies territories, 
formerly Polish, beyond the old frontier. 
We will then reconstitute Poland, free 
within its ethnographical boundaries, but 
inseparably united with Russia,”’

The recent attack on their troops re- 
sulted in the death of two French of- 
ficers and 45 marines on the allies’ side 
and three officers and 26 soldiers of the 
opposition. Latest reports indicate that 
the firing in the streets has ceased ane 
that the entente troops have beer sent 
back from Athens to Piraeus. 

It is reported that 150 British have 
been missing since the fighting. Details 
as to their whereabouts are lacking. 

Queen Sophie is personally superin- 
tending the care of the allied wounded, 
it is said. 

Six mountain batteries have been of- 
fered to Vice Admiral Du Fournet by 
the Greek Government, but the entente 
Ministers have received instructions 
from their Governments to declare to the 
Greek authorities that it is no longer 
merely a question of the cession of war 
materials, but a far more serious ques- 
tion, and that reparation must be made 
corresponding with the gravity of the 
assault on the allied troops. ) 

The entente Powers, meantime, have 
agreed to remove their representatives, 
who have been in control of the Greek 
postal and telegraph service. 


“Blundering Must Cease.” 

The Times expresses astonishment and 
indignation at the events in Athens. It 
says that the allies have been again be- 
trayed and defied by King Constantine 
and his Government and mentions with 
satisfaction the statement from Paris 
that the allies will insist on reparation 
for the attack on their troops. 

“The most remarkable feature of these 
amazing events,’’ says the Times, is that 
the allied Ministers are said to have 
recommended that their Governments 
accept King Constantine's offer of six 
butteries instead of 10 and the abandon- 
ment of the other allied demands. What- 
ever measures may be taken they must 
be prompt and drastic and of such a 
nature as immediately to restore the 
impaired prestige of the allies. The 
whole story of our dealings with King 
Constantine has been a long succession 
of incomprehensible blunders. This blun- 
dering must now cease if the allies are 
to retain any semblances of authority 
or influence in the Near East.” 


Constantine’s Agreement. 

A Paris dispatch says that the Havas 
correspondent at Athens telegraphs an 
account of recent events in Greers be- 
ginning with King Constantine's offer 
last month to deliver to the a'l:es the 
greater part of the artillery and inuni- 
tions in Greece on condition that he 
might preserve reutrality. 

This agreement of the King, the cor- 
respondent says, was not carried out, as 
the Government declined to ratify it, 
although it had been reduced to writing 
letter of the King. 
Moreover, the King declared he was un- 
able to guarantee that order would be 
observed in the streets of Athens or 
that his wishes would be respected. 

Consequently, at the expiration of the 
time for the delivery of the first lot of 
guns, Vice Admiral du Fournet, having 
received information that trouble was 
imminent, disembarked troops.

“Owing to these conditions, and, in 
consequence of what has taken place,” 
the dispatch concludes, “the allied Gov- 
ernments have decided to take energetic 
measures to obtain all reparation due.” 


Embargo eon Greek Shipping. 
An embargo has been placed on all 


Greek shipping in French and other 
ports of the entente allies in conse- 
quence of the recent events in Athens. 

The Paris Matin states that Athos 
Romanos, Greek Minister to France, has 
sent his resignation to his Government 
on account of the aggression of Greek 
troops against the forces disembarked 
by the allies.

It appears that the Ru- 
manians were unable to transport the 
crop of Wallachia to Braila and Galatz.

Two Propose Food Embargo and 
Others Would Regulate In- 
ternal Distribution. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Four b.'s ‘ie- 
signed to touch the high cost of food 
were introduced in the House today hy 
Representative Fitzgerald of New York. 
Two propose a food embargo. One 
would regulate transportation of cod 
storage foods and another would regu- 
late the admission of farm products 
and manufactured foodstuffs to the par- 
cel post and reduce the rates on food. 

“The enactment of either of the 
bills,” said Representative Fitzger- 
ald, “will bring immediate relief to 
the country. The people want action; 
they are heartily tired of talk and 
investigations.” 

A mass of petitions was filed in 


favor of the legislation. 
One embargo resolution would pro- 


hibit exportation of any farm product 
or manufactured food stuffs for one 
year. The other would empower the 
President to suspend exportations when- 
ever prices became extortionate and 
conditions required. Both bills wouid 
provide for shipment of food to Ameri- 
cans abroad or to peoples made desti- 
tute by the war, pestilence or other ex- 
traordinary events. 

Interstate transportation of cold stor- 
age foods, unless the date of storage is 
distinctly marked, would be prohibited, 
together with an arbitrary prohibition 
of interstate transportation of any prod- 
uct in cold storage more than 10 months, 
except butter, which might be held

GITY NOT FAR OFF, 
PLAYER DECLARES 


Proposed Increases in Expendi- 
tures and Reduction in Reve- 
nues Dangerous, He Says. 


City Comptroller Player told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today that ‘‘St. Louis 
will have to fast and pray’’ to keep out 
of bankruptcy during the next few years 


if the increased expenditures planned in 
ordinances pending in the Board of Al- 
dermen and decreases in revenue advo- 
cated by city officials become effective. 
The proposed measures, he said, would 
cause a loss of $3,050,000 a year to the 
city. 

The Comptroller said the interest on 
the free bridge bonds amounted to 
$263,750 a year, that operation and main- 
tenance of the bridge will cost $300,000 a 
year and that taxes which the city must 
pay East St. Louis and St. Clair County 
will amount to $100,000 a year, a total of 
$663,750, of which $400,000 must come from 
the municipal revenues. An interurban 
car loop will cost $130,000, he said. 

He pointed to the movement of the 
Police Department to ask the Legisla- 
ture for salary increases which would 
amount to $750,000 a year, and to an 
ordinance approved by city officials to 
pay union wages to city employes who 
are members of unions. This incréase, 
the Comptroller said, would amount to 
$350,000 a year. 

In addition to these increases, he 
said departmental! increases already 
provided for in pending ordinances will 
amount to $300,000. 

“Even in view of these conditions,”’ 
the Comptroller said, ‘‘there are’ move- 
ments to curtail the revenues, There 
is talk of discontinuing the mill tax on 
street railway traffic. This would be a 
less of $250,000 a year to the city. Presi- 
cent Aloe of the Board of Aldermen, 
in his inaugural address, recommended 
the discontinuance of the merchants 
and manufacturers’ tax. The city de- 
rives $1,000,000 a year from this tax. 

“The city can add only 14 cents on 
the $100 valuation to its- tex-rate. -The 
rate for municipal purposes now is $1.21. 
Each additional 1 cent of tax rate in- 
crease yields only $62,000 on the present 
assessed valuation of property. The to- 
tal net increase in revenue from an ad- 
dition of 14 cents to the tax rate, allow- 
ing for delinquencies, would yield only 
$782,000 a year.’’

WHITMAN SAVES LIFE OF MAN

BY LARGEST MAN 
ON POLICE FORGE 


Patrolman King Who Shot Man 
in Holdup Is 6 Feet 5% 
Inches Tall, Weighs 250. 


The man who was shot to death early 
yesterday morning by Patrolman George 
King when the latter exchanged shots 
with five robbers in the room of the 


Fifth Ward Democratic Club, 913 North 
Seventh street, was identified at the 
morgue later in the day as Thomas 
(Humpty) Carr, 45 years old, who has 
served three prison terms for robbery. 
His body was claimed by his father, 
Bartley Carr, and his two sisters, who 
resides at 1602A Cass avenue. 

Patrolman King is the largest man on 
the police force. He is 6 feet 5% inches 
tall and weighs 250 pounds. He is 40 
years old. Before his appointment as 
a probationary patrolman in 1907 he was 
a decorator. ’ 

Tom Kelly of Winnipeg, Canada, who 
was found several hours after the club- 
room fight in a room on the third floor 
of 102 North Broadway with a bullet 
wound in the left hip, was identified at 
the city hospital by Patroiman King as 
one of the robber band. Kelly denied 
having been at the club. He said he 
was wounded in a fight over a dice 
game. 

King, in his account of the shooting, 
said he had been informed by a passer- 
by that something out of the  or- 
dinary was going on at the club. He 
hurried there and, peeping through a 
window, saw about 18 young men with 
their hands elevated, facing the wall, 
while two men were busy searching 
them. Three others, armed with re- 
volvers, kept the crowd covered. 

The policeman quietly opened the door 
and ordered the robbers to throw up 
their hands. Two turned on him and 
began firing. Their shots went wild. 
King returned the fire and the two rob- 
bers fell. Another robber then opened 
fire and there was a scramble for doors 
and windows. 

King picked up one of the wounded 
He 
pursued the others to the backyard, 
where he found the body of “Humpty” 
Carr on a pile of cinders. When he 
returned to the clubroom the man he 
had assisted had disappeared. 

King said Kelly was the man he had 
placed on the chair and the identifica- 
tion was affirmed by “Monkey Joe”’ 
Pineschi, manager of the club. 
Pineschi’s story of the shooting was 
similar’ to that related by King. Mem- 
bers of the club, all of whom are Ital- 
ians, said they were playing cards 
when the robbers entered. They want- 
ed to raise a purse for King, but the 
patrolman would not permit it.

war’s horror displayed itself so ter- 
ribly as in Poland, Lithuania and Ga- 
licia. Nowhere M&ve the blows fallen 80 
bard, nowhere is the after suffering of 
the civilians so great, and nowhere are 
they so helpless to help themselves. For 
they have no food, no clothes, nu money 
and little hope. The rise and fall of the 
tides of war in the Eact have left their 
Pmarks on the millions strandel in the 
| Places they once—and still—cal! home. 

W'hat the Russians ieft ia the!r advance 
they destroyed in «heir retreat rather 
than let the Germans benefit by it. 
Everything burned was put to th3 torch. 
All that are left are the graves of the 
dead, the emaciated bodies of the living 
and the shell-scarred land, denuded of 
almost every trace of vegetation. 

This great section is a no man’s land— 
each of the nations has been so busied 
bandaging its own wounds that this 
portion has been left to die. And the 
efforts to help have been, if not com- 
pletely frustrated, seriously hindered by 
the allies’ refusal to let Red Cross work 
go on as in Belgium. Even the Presi- 
dent’s personal appeal that the belliger- 
ents agree upon some method that would 
systematize the relief work along lines 
followed in other areas failed, because 
of the sharp restrictions that the allies 
believe themselves justified in imposing 
upon any supplies that might be sent to 
the stricken section. 

The only way that life has been main- 
tained at all has been through the giant 
work of the Jewish Relief and the 
} Polish and the Lithuanian associations, 
aided by the special Rockefeller Commis- 
sion which has been doing work of a re- 
markable nature here dnd elsewhere. 

Russia Gives No Help. . 

Now Germany has undertaken to aid 
and systematize the work. But Russia 
has not participated. On the contrary, 
she has declined, and has even refused 
permission to cross her frontiers to 
the official representatives of the Jewish 
Relief Associations of America, which 
have raised more than $5,000,000 for their 
work. Rabbi Magnes of New York, who 
was their special agent, was denied the 
privilege of entering the Czar's domains 
| when he went to Stockholm at the -be- 
ginning of September, although before 
he left this country he had been assured 
by Russia’s representatives that all 
courtesy would be shown him. The re- 
fusal further handicapped the organiza- 
tion of the zellef work. 

Other agencies were likewise refused 
permission because their missions were 
under suspicion, and so efficient cs-oper- 
ation through Russian centers has thus 
far failed. 

Several of the leaders of this work in 
Germany told me that many of the in- 
habitants who actuaHy are in direct 
want are refusing the proffered aid be- 
cause of a fear, perhaps groundless, but 
which is nevertheless widely spread, 
that if they did, Russia would punish 
them whken she regains control of this 
section—if she does. These unfortunates, 
in whom the fright is very real, believe 
that if they take aid that comes through 
German sources they wil: later be 
charged with being German spies and 
with having ‘“‘maintained illicit communi. 
cation with the engmy.”’ 

The situation is made more acute be- 
cause of the great number of Jews in 
this vicinity. 

Russia, Germany and Austria have 
their Jewish question, and they fear the 
added complication if unrestricted: emi- 
gration were permitted from the affect- 
ed area. Also they want to keep the 
people there to rebuild the land. 

Central Kitchens Established. 

How great a hardship this “hands 
off’ method is working can be seen from 
conditions in parts of Poland. There 
the general hunger is relieved by central 
kitchens, the supplies of whicn are so 
limited that as a general rule only one 
pail of a liquid they call sour is allowed 
to each person daily. In a personal re- 
port that Rabbi Magnes made there is 
told of a family of four young children, 
the eldest a ecirl of 12, their mother 
dead, their, father killed, living with 
aged grandparents and a blind aunt. 
Two of the childen were in the habit 
of going to the kitchen each day for 
the seven pails of soup on which the 
family lived. One day the elder girl 
slipped and, falling, spilled the contents 
of the five pails she carried on a stick, 
She went back to the kitchen in the hope 
of getting more, but the last drop had 
been licked out of the pot by the des- 
perately hungry ones, some of whom 
had not even got their regular allotment 
because the supply was so limited. So 
that day these seven unfortunates tried 
to keep bodies and souls together with 
two small cupsful to divide among them. 
This is not an exaggerated case. I was 
assured that in many of the outlying 
districts where no kitchens have as yet 
been established there have been weeks 
in which no prepared food of any kind 
had been given to the people. 

The situation is complicated still * r- 
ther by the difficulty of money trans- 
mission, but that problem is being par- 
tially solved by perfecting the method 
of wireless transfer of funds between 
America and Germany, although indi- 
vidual remittances {in small amounts 
are stil! impractical.

Because the conditions are so shoct- 
ing and immediate the Rockefeller War 
Relief Commission has begun an active 
participation in the rescue work. This 
special organization of the Rockefeller 
Foundation was sent to Eurove some 
time ago for the purpose of studying 
the charitable needs over there atid of 
suggesting and administering that wor: 
whieh the Rockefeller philanthropy wag 
to underfake. °

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day, and it is the objective of the ‘Rock- 
efeller Relief to save them in mind as 
well as body. So plans have been out 
into execution whereby funds have been 
made available to change the condition 
of the prisoners from being merely 
caged animals, a circumstance not infre- 
quently found, back to thinking human 
beings. 

The whole philosophy of this Rocke- 
feller Relief is of a part with that 
which animates the various other work 
of the Rockefeller Foundation, which 
has given hundreds of millions to char- 
ity, but always in so practical a way 
that the charge has been made that it 
“lacks heart impulse.”” If the actuel 
results of the work in Europe is a fair 
criterion of the value of this “lack,” 
then it is not difficult to believe that ths 
lack is a virtue. 

Tuberculosis Spreading Rapidly. 

The Rockefeller work aims not only 
at the development of methods to keep 
the death rate of the prison camps 
down, but the project is also to keep 
the men in such condition that when 
they are released to their homes they 
may repopulate the lands where millions 
of lives have paid one of the costs vf 
war with strong and healthy children. 

The chief menace that the relief wock 
faces in the ‘devastated areas and in the 
prisons is the fearful spread of tubercu- 
losis due to malnutrition. Accordingly, 
the relief is being conducted along lines 
best calculated to offset this danger. 
Prison life, even under the most favor- 
able conditions, leaves its taint upon 
the subject. Sooner or later the rere ic- 
tion of liberty breaks a man spiritualiy 
and mentally; and to this fate now .<s 
being added tubercular ravages. 

With most of the eight millions in the 
Polish, Lithuanian and Gaiician districts 
--perhaps half of them Jews—both tle 
spiritual and™physical degeneration are 
ever present dangers. These millions 
have nothing to do, nothing wherewith 
to work, nothing to wear, and nothing 
to eat. The relief work has been torn 
by international dissensions and by in- 
ternational jealousies. It was to ef- 
fectuate a system of administration that 
the Rev. Dr. Magnes was sent abroad. 
™t was hoped that he might be able to 
ovolve a method whereby the opposition 
of many of the Jews in this country 
to contributing to funds that were to 
“e expended by Germans would be over- 
come, for the members of this religion 
are as widely separated in their war 
centiments as are those of the other 
sects. 

Felix Warburg of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
is one of the chief heads of the Jewish 
Joint Distribution Committee in this 
country, and he said recently that if 
ihe relief does not become immediately 
effective, in two more years tne Jew- 
‘sh populations of West Russia, Po- 
‘end, Galicia and Lithuania are doomed 
to destruction. Proper relief work ‘n 
I'oland and Lithuania alone requires 
roore than $5,000,000 expenditure annual- 
lv. In 1915 the American Jews raised 
something less than this sum, and plans 
are now under way to forthwith raise 
another sum equal in amount. 

Many Children Rachitic. 

The Polish Relief Organization, in 
which Ignace Paderewski is a leading 
figure, has taken a heavy share in this 
rescue work, and so has the Lithuan- 
lar Relief Committee, which has its 
headquarters in New York. The funcls 
n® these organizations have been, in 
rart, distributed through the Archbishop 
of Posen. One of the fearful conditions 
that was described to me when I was 
abroad was that hundreds of thousands 
of new-born children, through inanition, 
flo not learn how to walk, or, if they 
anew, forget how to use their legs. 
They are all rachitic. and the disease is 
progressive. 

It should be said that the relief work 
c* the Jews and others in this section 
is nonsectarian. In fact, this is a con- 
fition enforced by the laws of Ger- 
many, which prohibits sectarian relief, 
tnd to guard against the violation cf 
this ordinance, the, Government pre- 
fers to handle the funds itself. 

The situation in Warsaw and the im- 
mediately contiguous districts is good 
tn comparison to the conditions existing 
1, Wilna, Courland, Lithuanian Wilna, 
‘wiwalki-Grodno, the Bielostok section 
énd along the entire eastern front from 
tiga to the territories held by the Bug 
‘:rmies. Most of the affected area lies in 
i!.o Ober-Ost Government, and a strorg 
rrohibition exists against moneys b>- 
ing sent out of one district into another. 
It: Other words, the funds must go di- 
icetly to the points of distribution. _ 

Because of the bitter resentment 
jzainst America and the Americans, 
Which even *affected relief work and 
the Germans against the 
American efforts, it has been found best 
te handle the situation through the 
erection of a strong German commit- 
tee which shall deal with the Govern- 
ment directly, instead of having 
“™ericans do so. Ambassador Gerard 
idvised this course, realizing that /f it 
“ere not adopted the work would be 
acriously hindered. 

Relief Proposals Spurned. 

The refusa! of the allies to permit sun- 
plies to go through their lines to be 
‘ised for relief work, is based upon their 
‘nability to obtain from Germany a sat- 
‘-factory assurance as to the disposition 
ihat would be made of thesé supplies. 
‘he proposals made by Germany were 
rejected by the ailies, and then iu turn 
(ermany rejected the conditions sug- 
a¢sted by her enemies. The negotia- 
‘ions were finaily taken up personally 
President Wilson, who only a few 
days ago made the announcement that 
his various proposals had been spurned 
hy the belligerents, and that his plan 
‘fo have this country act officially in 
the suffering of Poland had come to 
rought. 

Germany's attitude today, as formally 
defined by Permanent Under Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs Zimmer- 
mann, is that the empire cannot go be- 
vend her last proposal, wherein she 
expressed her willingness to reserve the 
tarvest and supplies that might be sent 
in to the civilian inhabitants, and to the 
soldiers and policing forces of the army 
of occupation as distinct from the oth 
armies. On the ground that the occut- 
pying forces had the right of subsist- 
ence from the soil they hold, Germany 
declined to exclude them from participa-

BOB JONES SPEAKS 


AT NOON MEETING 
OF CHURCH COUN 


“Billy’ Sunday Type of Evan- 
gelist Tells Audience He Be- 
lieves in Miracles. 


TALKS AGAIN TONIGHT 


Meeting First of Series to Be 
Held Here During Conven- 
tion of Church Council. 


A noon meeting, held today at the Co- 
lumbia Theater, at which the Rev. Bob 
Jones, evangelist, delivered an address, 
was the first of the meetings prelim- 
inary to the Federal Council of Churches 
in America, which is to begin a week's 
sessions Wednesday afternoon at the 
Second Baptist Church. Evangelist 
Jones will speak tonight at the Second 
Baptist Church, and a large chorus, 
conducted by Albert E. Buss, will sing. 

His sermon today, though brief, was 
typical of the style of evangelism made 
famous by “Billy” Sunday. It was 
characterized by vigorous gestures with 
hands and head and rapid movements 
about the stage. He drew dramatic 
word pictures of the result of sin, allud- 
ing to the thief on the cross and to 
murderers who in the present day pay 
for their crimes with their lives, and 
then declared that the worst of criminals 
can be made good by Jesus Christ, just 
as the thief on the cross was told, ‘This 
day thou shalt be with me in Para- 
dise.’”’ 

‘“‘No man knows what he will do when 
sin comes in,’ the speaker continued. 
“Go into the forest and twine a serpent 
around your neck if you want to, or into 
a power house and play with millions 
of volts of electricity, or snatch the 
forked lightning from the thunderous 
heavens, but, I beg you, do not play with 
sin.’’ 

In another sentence he declared his 
belief in miracles and said the reason 
the church of today does not believe in 
them is that it sees so few of them. 
The noon ineetings are to be continued 
through the week, and it is planned, in 
adciticn, to hold meetings at the lunch 
hour ‘n Jarge business and industrial 
estavlisi:ments.’ These meetings will be 
addressea by the best speakers among 
the clergymen and laymen attending the 
Federal Council's sessions. 

This system of factory noon-hour 
speeches is in charge of the Rev. Charles 
Stelzle, formerly a St.- Louis pastor, 
now field secretary for special service 
for the Federal Council. 

The denominations and branches of de- 
nominations represented in the Federal 
Council are: Baptist, Free Baptist, Con- 
gregational, Disciples of Christ, Friends, 
German Evangeiical Synod, Evangelical 
Association, Lutheran General Synod, 
Mennonite, Methodist Episcopal, Meth- 
odist Episcopal South, African M. E., 
African M. EB. Zion, Colored M,. E, in 
America, Methodist Protestant, Mora- 
vian, Presbyterian, Presbyterian Church 
South, Protestant Episcopal Commis- 
sions on Christian Unity and Social] 
Service, Reformed Church in America, 
Reformed Church in the United States, 
Reformed Episcopal, Reformed Presby- 
terian General Synod, Seventh Day Bap- 
tist, United Brethren, United Evangel- 
ical, United Presbyterian, Welsh Pres- 
byterian. 

Some of the most important of the 
matters now under consideration by 
the Council are the observance of 
the quadri-centennial of the Prot- 
estant Reformation next year, and 
the work of Armenian, Syrian and 
other war relief. The Council is also 
raising money for the relief of Evan- 
gelical churches in France, and has 
sent $80,000 to them thus far. 

In connection with the meetings 
of the Federal Council, a women’s 
organization devoted to-.an attack on’ 
Mormonism has arranged for a 
meeting Thursday night at Centra) 
Presbyterian Church, Delmar boule- 
vard and Clara avenue. This organi- 
zation is Wnown as the International 
Council fér Patriotic Service, and has 
headquarters in New York. Miss E. 


B. Vermilye, president, is a delegate 
to the Federal Council, and will be 
the chief speaker at Thursday night's 
meeting.

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COMPLETE THE LABOR PROGRAM. | 
Congress sanctioned but two of the six features 
in strike legislation urged in the President's 
message of Aug. 29 last. 

One of these was legalizing the eight-hour 
day under the Adamson law. The other was the 
creation of the board, which Gen. Goethals heads, 
to observe the effect of the eight-hour day. As 
the operation of the law, set for Dec. 1, is re- 
strained by injunction, the board has so far lit- 
tle to observe. 

Of the four remaining features, the most im- 
portant and at the same time the one present- 
ing the greatest difficulties is the passage of @ 
law providing, in the words of Mr. Wilson, “that 
a full public investigation of the merits of every 
dispute shall be instituted and completed before 
a strike may be lawfully attempted.” 

The contention of a few union leaders, that a 
statute in these terms means compulsory arbi- 
tration and hence is objectionable, is shortsighted 
and inaccurate, really misrepresenting the in- 
tent. 

The machinery of the proposed law is to be 
employed, according to the President's idea, only 
“in case the methods of accommodation now 
provided (under the Newlands conciliation and 
arbitration act) shall fail.” Which has been 
benefited the more in the past, employes or em- 
ployers, from a public investigation of. employes 
claims? What-has labor to fear from such an 
inquiry? 

The only cases in which labor has any reason 
to oppose the law are cases presenting labor de- 
mands which the public declines to approve or 
justify. An investigation has the merit of mak- 
ing the fact of public disapproval known in ad- 
vance, and not after a strike in the failure of 
which labor suffers heavily in prestige as well 
as money. 

After investigation, labor is as free to strike 
as it has ever been. The only change made by 
the law in that respect is to restrict labor in 
the privilege of fixing its own time for a walk- 
‘out. And that change would give only slight 
recognition to the enormous public interest af- 
fected by strikes on interstate utilities. 

The suggested law embodies the idea of the 
act Labor Minister Rudolphe Lemieux caused 
to be adopted in Canada. Unionism in the Do 
minion is reported in recent months to be less 
| pleased with the workings of the act than for- 
merly, but that is because it has not obtained its 
full demands under it in some recent cases. 
Labor cannot expect legislation so framed as to 
enable it always to win. On the whole the 
Canadian law has saved millions in strike waste, 


resulted in immense benefits to labor. 

Other features of the Wilson program call for 
an expression from Congress approving an in- 
crease in freight rates, provided the cost of the 
eight-hour day justifies it, which is only logical. 
Another provides for the reorganization of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, which will 
break down under the burden of new duties un- 
less relief is provided. 

The last authorizes the Government to take 
possession.of railroads and to operate them in 
case of military necessity, which is a sound 
preparedness measure. 

Conditions during the short session of Con- 
gress are not favorable to action on legislation 
whose importance gives rise to controversy, but 
good faith, the protection of the public, the con- 
tinuance of prosperity urgently demand the com- 
pletion of the program executed only in part 
when the great strike was impending. 

Labor cannot accept joyfully ‘such features as 
the eight-hour law and reject other features of 
less decided advantage without forfeiting pub- 
lic sympathy and support. 
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AN AMBASSADOR AS A WAR PRISONER. 
The refusal of the British to permit Tarnow- 
Tarnowski, new Austrian Ambassador to the 
United States, to pass the blockade en route to 
Washington can be better judged by imagining 
that Germany had suddenly won control of the 
sea and was stopping some British Ambassador 
on an errand privileged | even under the laws of 
war. 
What denunciations we should hear from Lon- 
don about German disregard for the decencies 
of international relations and the reduction to 
scraps of paper of diplomatic rights and obliga- 
tions. It may be pointed out that though the 
official representatives of the central Powers 
in Greece were expelled from the country, they 
were not detained by the allies and were denied 
no privileges due exempt personages in transit. 
If Tarnow-Tarnowski should start for this 
country and suffer arrest the British would find 
him too embarrassing a prisoner to have on 
their hands very long in a detention camp. This 
would be a good way out of the difficilty, if 
other solutions fail. Undoubtedly the central 
Powers would sooner or late have opportunity to 
retaliate for the violation of all precedent. 
TAKING IT OUT on THE CABINET, 
Reports that Premier Asquith would retire and 
that the London Cabinet would be thoroughly 
reorganized were to be expected after the allied 
fafilure in Rumania. 
The early reverses in the war were followed 
by a Cabinet crisis in France and the installa- 
tion of a coalition Government. The martyrdom 
of Servia end the Gallipoli and other disasters 
were followed by ministeria! crises in both Lon- 
don and Paris. Even the autocratic Russian Cab- 
inet has not been immune to the pressure of pop- 
ular protest and resentment following the expo- 
sure of inefficiency and failure in carrying on the 
war. 
There is much more than the Rumanian break- 
down to cause dissatisfaction in England. News 
from the western front has little to discredit the 
Berlin claim that the allied drive has been 
checked, and the new phase of the submarine 
campaign offers cause for the gravest anxiety. 
When the Germans relied on the type of short- 
radius submersibles, the, British set nets for 
them in the shallow nels and say they 
caught them by the dozen. Now they seem té 
have devised no dependable means of defense 
against the big, long+adius, ocean-going subma- 
rines that avoid the narrower waterways and 
waylay commerce ships further out as they ap- 
proach or leave allied ports. 
Beresford did not exaggerate the critical na.

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A REAL JUVENILE COURT. 

Club women of St. Louis want the Juvenile 
Court to be more of a Juvenile Court and more 
than a Juvenile Court. Too long, they think, it 
has ‘been a etep-child in the court family, pre- 
sided over at odd hours by a Judge who, no matter 
bow great bis dignity, ability and usefulness, is 
known aniong men as the “Juvenile Judge.” 

All that will be changed if the Judges in gen- 
eral term hearken to the wishes of the women. 
These wishes are that the term of a Judge of 
the Juvenile Court be at least two years, that the 
Judge be relieved of the trial of jury criminal 
cases and devote his time and attention to non- 
jury cases relating to and involving domestic re- 
lations. They also ask that one of the women pro- 
bation officers be given the powers of a referee, 
to assist the court by privately hearing testi- 
mony relating to females, and making a report of 
findings and recommendations to the Judge, sub- 
ject to his reviéw. 

Mrs. G. V. R. Mechin, president of the Wom- 
en’s Council, went -before the Judges today 


‘| with petitions bearing the signatures of the rep- 


resentatives of 10,000 women, supplemented by the 
signatures of 250 men, and asked that these things 
be done. 

The goal which the women frankly strive for is 
a Domestic Relations Court, but there are diffi- 
culties in the way of that and they will be satis- 
fied for the present if such changes are made in 
the Juvenile Court as will make it serviceable 
along domestic relations lines and at the same 
time increase its usefulness as a court for juve- 
niles. 
|2 The argument for the two-year term is that, 
from the nature of the court's work, continuing 
relations with offenders and delinquents is the 
rule and frequent changes prevent the best re- 
sults being obtained. Long tenure has been recog- 
nized as desirable in other cities. In Philadelphia 
the Juvenile Judge is appointed and his term is 
10 years. In Washington the appointment is made 
by the President and the term is six years. In 
Indianapolis, Denver, New Orleans and Detroit the 
office is elective and the term is four years. 

Good work has been done by, the Juvenile Court 
under the handicaps to which the women are call- 
ing attention. Much better work will be done 
if the women have their way.

VENIZELOS VS. CONSTANTINE. 

The Greek King has bowed to the inevitable, 
He had to surrender the munitions demanded by 
the allies pecause the allies were. able and de- 
termined to take them by force if necessary. He 
could not risk‘an appeal to the popular imagina- 
tion by making a last-ditch stand. The people 
were not with him and he knew it. 

Constantine possesses only the crown and the 
appanages to the throne; the real ruler of Greece 
is, and has been for a long time, Venizelos. It 
was Venizelos who won the great struggle of the 
Greek people against Constantine’s father for 
popular political freedom—won it, too, without 
revolution and bloodshed. It was Venizelos who 
first realized that the Balkan states had it in their 
power to drive the Turk from: Europe. It was 
Venizelos who succeeded in putting together the 
coalition which won the first Balkan war. It was 
against the crowing power of the Venizelos-in- 
spired Balkans that the Teutons conspired when 
they persuaded Bulgaria to turn upon her former 
allies in the second Balkan war. 

Americans are inclined to forget that the big 
stake in the present struggle is the hegemony of 
Southeastern Europe. All other issues are en- 
tirely subordinate to this. If the central allies 
win, the edifice which Venizelos has been la- 
boriously vuilding throughout his whole life will 
topple about his ears. And Venizelos is not mere- 
ly the formulator, he is the architect of the na- 
tional aspirations of the great mass of Greeks.

The clever male analysts of marriage 
have stopped with the first of these 
two statements. Even Bernard Shaw 
wrote one of his most brilliant plays 
around the proposition that marriage 
cruelly clips the wings of the would-be 
soaring man. Now Mrs. Beatrice !*ortes- 
Robertson Hale has just devoi.. her 
first novel, “‘The Nest-Builder,’’ to whet 
the superficial may consider a similar 
theme. But Mrs. Hale is sufficiently of 
today and of the movement to know 
that many a husband sits on the é¢dev 
of the home next peeping plaintively be- 
cause his wife insists on trying a few 
flights of her own. 

That was one of the first things she 
made clear to me when I talked with 
ner about her unusually well-constructed 
and well-written novel.

Rates for Loans in Wall Street 
Touch Highest Point Since 
November, 1912.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review

“For the sudden rise of the Wall street 
call money rate to 15 per cent this after- 
noon—by far the highest since the Fed- 
eral reserve system was introduced in 
November, 1914, and, indeed, the highest 
witnessed at any time since the end of 
November, 1912—the day’s explanations 
weer hardly adequate 

“It tis quite true that the New York 
bank statement of Saturday showed the 
smallest surplus reserve yet reported 
under the new banking system. But 
ao surplus was $41,000,000, which, on its 

even under the ‘old banking system. 
wanda certainly not have pointed to such 
‘money rates as today’s. The last time 
that call money rose as high as 10 per 
cent (in the autumn of 1913) surplus re- 
serves were $4,200,000; the last time it 
went above that rate there was a deficit 
in reserves. 

“Furthermore, in so far as today’s 
movement reflected an actual strain on 
leading facilities of the banks’ resource 
to rediscount at the Federal Reserve 
Bank ,was an entirely open question. At 
the end of last week the New York re- 
sérve institution held $156,400,000 cash re- 
serve, as against only $37,300,000 redis- 
counts. Therefore, what Wall street 
would term the flurry in call money 
rates this afternoon could not well be 
construed as a measure of the general 
position. 

“Indeed the extent to which the 
Federal reserve banks, as a whole, 
are able to relieve any pressure 
on the money markets may . be 
judged from the consolidated statement 
of the 12 institutions on Saturday. That 
Statement showed a cash reserve against 
outstanding liabilities—after deducting 
the 40 per cent in gold held against cir-

“The probability is that some banks 
| were carrying a much larger amount on 
call than usual; that the past fortnight’s 
‘heavy shrinkage in surplus reserves Jed 
them into hasty action and that the 
usual result ensued of excited bids by 
the dislodged borrowers to replace their 
loans in other quarters. It was not an 
altogether creditable exhibition of bank- 
ing methods and practices and will not, 
unfortunately, add to the prestige of 
New York.

‘The later relapse of call money rates 
to something nearer normal figures was 
doubtless due to lending by the out-of- 
town banks, to which the reserve money 
of New York has recently been moving.

Liverpool cables were unchanged to 1d 
higher. In the late trade a noon-hour 
advance of over 2c was quickly lost 
Owing to 15 per cent call money 
rates in New York. Final figures 
showed mixed changes from Satur- 
day's, close. 

Corn futures showed firmness despite 
unchanged cables, liberal primary re- 
ceipts and reports of improved crop con- 
ditions in the Argentine. Oats were fair- 
ly steady after some early selling. 
Coarse grains finished at small gains. 

The Liverpool wheat market was 
steady but dull. World’s shipments 
were light and forward offers un- 
changed. Millers’ demand quiet. seek 
market firm, unchanged to 1d hi 
Cargo market steady, unchanged. Stor. 
chants here are holding spot, owing to 
scarcity, and Government offers are 
moderate. India is shipping lightly. Ar- 
gentine news was more favorable. De- 
mand for American winters improving, 
but scarcity of tonnage is against pur- 
chases. Corn market was quiet, with 
arrivals large and consumption reduced. 
Spot market unchanged; parcel market 
easier, unchanged to 3d lower. Argen- 
tine rains have caused much improve- 
ment. American offers increasing. 

Bb. W. Snow's report said: ‘“‘From es- 
timates furnished by mills, elevators and 
local grain men, I have compiled the fol- 
lowing figures as representing local est!- 
mates of farm holdings of wheat on Dec. 
1, 1916, tm percentage of the crop: Ne- 
braska, 30 per cent; Kansas, 29 per cent; 
Oklahoma, 8 per cent. There are no of- 
ficial data of farming holdings of wheat 
on Dec. 1 in past years, but taking the 
Government figures of farm stocks for 
March 1 and adding to them what seems 
a reasonable allowance for February, 
January and December marketing, we 
get the following as an approximation of 
the average Dec. 1 farm holding for the 
past 10 years: Nebraska, 43 per cent: 
Kansas, 36 per cent; Oklahoma, 27 per 
cent. It is apparent that the farm hold- 
ing at this date, as estimated by loca! 
grain dealers rather than by farmers, is 
much less than the average for 10 years 
probably less than half that held a year 
ago, and decidedly less even than was 
held Dec. 1, 1914, when farm stocks were 
the smallest in many years, falling to an 
average of only 17.2 per cent by March 1, 
1915. 

“My adyices from the same sources 
are that car shortage has resulted in ac- 
cumulation of a larger.supply than usual 
of wheat in country elevators. In Ne- 
braska estimates of elevator stocks run 
from 50 per cent to 100 per cent more 
than usual at this date. In Kansas esti- 
mates are more variable, but indicate 
that stocks are larger than usual, with 


| perhaps 12,000,000 bu as a fair approxima- 


tion. In Oklahoma car service was good 
early in the season and consequently ele- 
vator stocks are regarded as about nor- 
mal.’
